The Advantages obtained for us by the 44 of Settlement, 
which We ought to look upon as our fecond Magna 
Charta,

= 3} It is our great Happinefs (fays Mr. D’ Anvers). 
that his prefent Majefty’s Dominion is founded upon a bet- 
ter Title than either the Fus'Divinum, or Hereditary Right. 
He owes it purely to the Voice of the People in Parliament. 
He got it by their Favour, and will keep it by their Affec- 
tion; nor is it lefs for the Advantage of his Family, than 
for that of the Nation, that He:came to the Throne upon 
thefe Terms, . The Limitations and Conditions, by the due’ 
Obfervance of which he is entitled to it, will ferve as a 
certain Rule to his Pofterity, by which, if They ey 
Nume. XXV. B Them. 
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Themfelves, They may depend upon the Hearts and Purfes 
of their Subjects to all Eternity. His Predeceffors had not 
the fame Advantages, They were bred up ina Notion, that 
their Prerogative intitled Them to do what They pleafed ; 
nor were the Privileges of the People fo firmly afcertained, 
This occafioned perpetual Jealoufies : Gave Opportunities 
for evil Minifiers to impofe upon the Prince, and for /edi- 
tious Perjons to inflame the People. It often gave Rife to 
unwarrantable Acts of Power; and thus frequently expofed 
both the Real Family and the Nation to the utmoft Con- 
fufion. 

Machiavel, in his political Difcourfes, lays down this Po- 
fition: That no Government can long enjoy Liberty, unle/s it 
be frequintl brought back to its firft Principles. It is the Na- 
ture of. all Government to degenerate. As it grows older, 
it gradually deviates and flies farther from its firft Intention, 
which is fingly the Advantage of Society; "till at laft it 
attains fuch a Degree of Corruption, that its Order be- 
comes intirely inverted, and that Inftitution, by which the 
Prince was firft only the Servant of the Publick, obliges 
the Publick to be Slaves tothe Prince. For this Reafon, he 
recommends a frequent Renewal of the Conftitution, The 
frequent Revolutions in this Kingdom have, in a great Mea- 
fure, anfwered this End. ‘They have purged off the Luxu- 
riancies of Power; and tho’ few of them have gone fo deep 
as to bring us back to the primitive Purity of our Conftitu- 
tion, yet they have ftill preferved us a free People, when Li- 
berty is loft in almoft every other Part of Europe. 

The /a/? Revilution has done more for us than any of the 
Reft. I would not be underftood to fpeak of That, which 
was brought about in Favour of our great Deliverer the 
Prince of Orange. I mean ‘That, by which the pre/ent royal 
Family were feated upon the Throne. This happy Change 
in our Government, tho’ it is not marked out by any fuch 
Appellation, is the’ moft important we have had. It has 
amounted within a few Degrees of that Reduétion to the 
firf? Principles of Government, which Machiavel recommends. 
Our Conftitution has received a new Spring from it; and 
had we taken Care to guard againft a few Inconveniencies, 
a3 We might have done, or ufed the fame Caution to pre- 

vent new Dangers, as to redrefs eld Grievances, our Libet- 
ties had been delivered down to our Potterity, atter a thou- 
fand Years, more fecurc, and with a greater Profpect of 
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long Duration, than at the very Beginning of the Common- 
wealth. 

Monarchy was originally very different from what it is at 
Prefent in all arbitrary Government. «Kings were then no 
mare than Chiefs, or principal Magiftrates in States Repub- 
lican and free. 

It ought to give every Englifhman the greateft Satisfac- 
tion to find the Conftitution we now live under, fince its 
Jaft Renewal, bearing fo near a Refemblance to primitive Li- 
berty. Our Princes aré now, ina great Meafure, upon the 
fame Foot with thefe Chiefs, or principal Magiftrates of old. 
They have Authority given Them to defend the Laws of the 
Land, but not to break thern. They have too lately re- 
ceived their Crown from the Hands of the Nation, to for- 
get that it is to Them only they owe it, and, that confe- 
quently they can be entitled to no Powers but what are 
granted by them. The People muft ftill remember, that 
their own Hands adorned the Tetnples of their Kings, and 
can have Recourfe to known and pofitive Laws, if Privilege 
and Prerogative fhould ever clafh. ‘They are no longer to 
be abufed by the Sound of Words ; nor will They fuffer 
Themfelves any longer to be duped into an Opinion, be- 
caufe moft of Thofe, who have enjoyed the Title of King, 
have alfo enjoyed an arbitrary Sway, that, therefore, regal 
Authority mutt inevitably import an ab/olute Dominion, ‘They 
juftly look upon this Word as one of the Many, which 
have different Meanings; and fignifies with us no other 
than a third Effate, fuperior to every Individual, yet in- 
ferior to the colle&tive Body of the People, whofe Advantage 
and Profperity were the only Causes of its Exiftence. 

The a of Settlement has obtained all thefe great Advan- 
tages for us. That Compaé between Prince and People, which 
has been formerly treated by fome Perfons as a meer Chi- 
mzra, is now no longer to be difputed. In that A are 
contained certain Stipulations and Conditions, under which 
the Prince has confented to accept, and by which Tenure 
only he holds his Crown. By thefe Means every Subject 
in the Nation may know the precife Extent of his Prince’s 
Power, and the Meafures of his own Allegiance; how far 
and how long he is bound to obey. 

It would be tedious to enumerate the many wife and 
prudent Reftrictions of this our fecond Magna-Charta. I 
fhall only mention trvo of the fundamental Points in this publick 


4, which fufficiently envince the Care and Zeal, Sirs 
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which the Parliament, on this Occafion, purfued the In- 
tereft of the Nation. They even feem, if we may judge 
from what has fince happened, to have carried their Caution 
beyond the Bounds of abfolute Neceflity, or Prudence. Be- 
ing apprized, that the Dominions of the prefent Royal Family 
were very confiderable Abroad, and not knowing how far 
their Tendernefs for their native Country might carry them 
to the Prejudice of this Kingdom. ‘They made thefe tws 
Points the principal Conditions of their Government ; Firf, 
That the King fhould never leave his Britifh Dominion without 
Confent cf Parlament; and Secondly, That He fhould never 
engage England in any Broils relating to his foreign Terri- 
tories. I think I may venture to fay, without any Reflec- 
tion upon the Prudence of the Parliament, who infifted 
upon thefe Conditions, that they were, upon this Occafion, a 
little deficient in good Manners; but this Error may be for- 
given as it proceeded from their Zeal, and We have fince 
corrected it, by abandoning thofe two Points, of which I 
have been fpeaking. The Firff foon after his late Maje- 
fty’s Acceffion to the Throne ; the Other not long ago, in 
that juft, honourable, and ever-memorable Refolution of 
the Houfe of Commons, by which we engaged to /upport 
and maintain his Majefty’s German Dominions, with the ut- 
moft Efforts of Great-Britain. 

The remaining Articles of the AM of Settlement are of 
fuch a Nature, that we have no Reafon to fear they will 
be difpenfed with, I have already fhewn how much it 1s 
the Intereft of the Prince, as well as the People to maintain 
them. I have mentioned many Advantages arifing from a 
Settlement eftablifhed on the Foot of Liberty. They are fuch, 
that I think any Man, who endeavours to raife the Preraga- 
tive one Step higher than it ftands at prefent, or even argues 
in Favour of fuch Conduét, either with a View to feduce 
the People, or to ingratiate himfelf with his Prince, is the 
worft of Traytors, and deferves the Curfe and Hatred of the 
whole Community. | 

Sir William Temple, in his Obfervations upon the Dutch 
Republick, makes this judicious Remark. ----- ‘< That this 
“* ftomachful People, who could not endure the leaft Exer- 
cife of arbitrary Power, or Impofitions, under the Spanifh 
Government, have been fince inured to diet them in the 
higheft Degree, under their own popular Magiftrates ; 
‘* bridled with bard Laws; terrified with fevere Execu- 


*S gions environed with Foreign Forces; and opprefied with 
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“ the moft cruel Hardjhips, and Variety of Taxes, that was 
* ever known under any Government.” | 

The Reafon of this great and general Content, under the 
moft fevere Oppreffion, was only this ; that they found every 
one fubject to the fame Law. The Perfons in the Admi- 
niftration could make no Advantage from the publick Ca- 
lamities ; on the contrary, they felt the Weight of the pub- 
lick Misfortunes more heavily than thofe, who had lefs In- 
tereft in the general Welfare. It was never obferved in 
that Country, that the principal Men in the Commonwealth en- 
creafed in Riches, in Proportion as the Country grew poorer, 
or the Publick laboured under heavier Taxes, Thefe Evils 
were well guarded againft by their Conftitution; and there- 
fore they confidered all their Misfortunes as a wife and juft 
Regulation of Providence for fome important Ends, which 
confequently they never repined at. 

The Hanover Succeffion under the Limitations,which I have 
mentioned, and on which it is founded, has obtained, in a 
great Meafure, thefe Advantages for us, The Prince him- 
felf is now fubject to the Law, and the AG of Settlement binds 
him equally with the meaneff Peafant. 

The Benefits of this excellent Eftablifhment are not fo eafily 
difcovered, ’till fome Abufes happen. But if ever a weak 
and corrupt Adminiftration fhould arife ; if an evil Miniffer 
fhould embezzle the publick Treafure ; if he fhould load the 
Nation, in Times of Peace, with Taxes greater than would 
be neceflary to defray the Charge of an expenfive War; if 
the Money, thus raifed, fhould be expended, under the Pre- 
tences of fecret Services, to line his own Pockets; to ftop the 
Mouths of his hungry Dependants ; to bribe fome future Par- 
liament to approve his Meafures, and to patch up an ill-di- 
gefted, bafe, difhonourable Peace with foreign Powers, whom 
he fhall have offended by a continued Series of Provocations 
and Blunders; if he fhould advife his Sovereign to make it 
a Maxim that his Security confifted in the Continuance or In- 
creafe of the pudblick Debts, and that his Grandeur was founed 
on the Poverty of his Subjects; if he fhould hazard the Af- 
feétions of the People, by procuring greater Revenues for 
the Crown, than they could be able to ‘pend, or the People 
be well able to raife; and after this engage his Prince to 
demand ftill farther Sums as his Right, which all Men fhould 
be fenfible were not his Due; I fay, if the Nation fhould 
ever fall under thefe unhappy Circvmftances, they will then 
find the Excellence of a free Conffitui‘ov. “The publick Dif- 
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content, whith upon fuch Occafions has formerly burft forth 
in a Torrent of Blood, of univerfal Confafion and Defo- 
lation, will make itfelf known only in faint Murmurs, and 
dutiful general Complaints, The Nation will wait long, be- 
fore they engage in any defperate Meafures, that may en- 
‘danger a Conttitution, which they juftly adore, and from 
which they confidently expect a fure, tho’ perhaps a dilatory 
Juftice upon fuch an enormous Offender. 

Thefe are the ineftimable Advantages of our pre/ent happy 
Settlement, Let us ptize it as we ought. Let us not have 
the worfe Opinion of the Thing itfelf, becaufe it may, in 
fome Inftances, be abufed. But let us retain the highe‘t Ve- 
neration for it. - Let us remember how much it is our Right, 
and let us refolve to preferve it untainted and inviolate.

© Majetty applauds the Primate’s Zeal for preferving the Li- 
berties of his Country entire, more efpecially when his 
* Serene Highne!s defires to enjoy them for fo commendable 
‘a Purpofe, as to let all Europe fee that whatever King the 
© Republick fhall choofe itfelf, he fhall be bound to maintain, 
and faithfully execute, the Treaties with neighbouring 
* Powers. That thefe Maxims are fo conformable to the 
Good of his Country and the Tranquillity of the North, 
that his moft Chriftian Majefty will fupport them on every 
Occalion, and make ufe of them for the Bafis of the Pro- 
tection of which he has given it in Charge to the Mar- 


quefs de Monti, his Minifter, to aflure the Republick; 
+ withing 
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‘ wifhing it may pleafe God to infpire the Poles with the 


* Spirit of Union, that their Votes may happily center in 
‘4 ‘he whofe Sentiments are well known to the Repub- 
‘ 
‘try, and advancing the Holy Catholick Religion, &c.’ 
The Primate takes incredible Pains to compofe the Publick, 
and prevent Diforder. at the Election. His Highnefs’s pi- 
ous Endeavours for the Peace of his Country have fo endea- 
red him to — all the Nobility, that feveral Dyettines 
have difpatched Deputies purcly to thank him, and affure 
him of their Attachment. The Dyettine of Cracovia pafled 
over in very good Order. This is the ancienteft Palatinate 
of “~ Kingdom ; the Nobility is alfo very numerous. Here 
the acreed unanimoufly ona Native for Sovereign, We 
hs ir from Pefuania, that the Dyettine of Grand Poland is 

ually fitting, and the Oath has been already tendered for 
exshling a Foreigner without Exceptions.

Chevalier de Luynes, from Toulon, at Cadiz, under the 
Pretext of Re-victualling, has given Occafion to feveral 
Speculations ; but the real Defign he is going upon, remains 
a Secret: Some indeed will have it, he is only to take in 
fome Refrefhments, and then make the beft of his Courfe 
for Bre/?, but others feem perfuaded he would not have put 
into Cadiz, om fo flight an Oceafion. 

Deon Blas de Lizo, who commands fix Spanifh Men of 
War in the Levant, is returned with them to Malaza, 
where he is like to lye for want of Men, above 400 having 
died on Board, and much the greater Part of the Remainder 
lying Sick in the Hofpitals on Shore. 


RoMmME amd ItTAty. 


T length the Valet de Chambre whom Cardinal Co/cia 
had fent to Naples, is returned to Rome ; but whether he 
has fucceeded in procuring a Sum of Money from: the Du- 
chefs of Cofcia, the Cardinal’s Sifter-in-Law, towards dif- 
charging Part of the Fines, laid upon him by the Congre- 
gation Super nonnuilis, is not yet known. Inthe mean Time 
the Pope feems more mercifully inclined, and it is thought 
will be eafily induced to Mitigate this Prelate’s Sentence, 
if the Congregation, whom he has refolved firft to-Contult, 
fhould not diffuade him from it. 

The Senate of Genea has received Letters from Signor Pal-

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GERMANY. 


THE Saxon Troops, being provided with a gond Train of 

Artillery, were ordered to meet at the Place of their Ge- 
neral Rendezvous on the roth Inftant, that they may be in 
a Readinefs to march into Peland on the firft Notice. ‘The 
EleQor of Saxony has agreed to jet the Emperor have 30000 
Men of his Troops, befides the 6000, he is obliged by Treaty 
to furnifh at his own Charge, to enable him the better to 
carry on the Detigns they have jointly in View. The other 
Articles of the Treaty lately concluded between his /mperial 
Majefty and the Eleétor, are faid to be, that the latter fhall 
G uaranty the Pragmatick Sanéion, and that, in return, the 
Emperor fhall give up his Pretenfions to the Bifhopricks of 
Naumburg, Mersburg, and Meiffen, and confent that they 
fhall remain for ever annexed to the Houfe of Saxony. It is 
however hardly to be believed, that the Elector fhould give 
up his Claims, in right of the eldeft Fofephine Archduchefs, 
tor the undifturbed Liberty of wearing a Feather in his Cap, 
Which he wears already ; efpecially if the Report be true, 
that the Emperor has offered the Netherlands to the Eleétor 
of Bavaria, in Lieu of his Claim in Right of the youngeft 
Tofephine Archduchefs. 

We are advifed from Vienne, that his Imperial Ma- 
jefty has exprefled very little Satisfa@tion at the Primate of 
Péland’s Anfwer to his laf Declaration. The Imperialitts 
are preparing to form another Camp in Bohemia, which will 
contift of 25000 Men, chiefly Troops out of Hungary, and 
are to be in a Readinefs to march whitherfoever Occafion 
fhall require. 

Notwithftanding the frequent Reports of the King of 
Pruffia’s having declared, in the prefent Situation of Affairs, 
in Favour of the Emperor’s Views, it can hardly be ima- 
gined, that he will act fo contrary to his apparent Intereft, 
to contribute towards fetting the Crown of Poland on the 
Ele€tor of Saxony’s Head ; and befides, it is confidently re- 
ported, that France has made him fuch Offers to engage him, 
at leaft, toa Neutrality, as will hardly be refufed. 

The French Troops continue their March from all Parts 
towards Ai/atia, where they will form a Body of ine Ba- 
tallions, and 80 Squadrons, by the beginning of next Month 
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The Duke of Mecklenburg continues as Obftinate as ever 
in oppofing the Execution of the Imperial Decrees. 


PoLAND, SWEDEN, andthe NoRTHERN Powe;rs. 


THE Diettine of Cracow, the ancienteft Palatinate of the 

Kingdom, and thofe of Great Poland, have been held 
without any Dyifrder, their Refolutions having been xnani- 
mous for the Exclufion of FoREIGNERS. At the Diettine 
of Plocko, there had like to have been a Difturbance, which 
might have proved fatal. Upon an Information given that 
the Bifhop, and Caftelain, were forming a Party againtt 
the Refolutions, taken in the late Diet of Convocation, the 
whole Affembly cried out, Cut them in Pieces ; and this Re- 
folution was no fooner taken, than it had been Executed, 
had not one of the Canons of the Church, in which they 
were affembled, appeafed their Rage by expofing the Ve- 
nerabile. The Primate has returned an Anfwer to the Em- 
peror’s laft Declaration, in very ariful ‘Terms. 

The Ruffian Troops to the Number of 40000, or, as 
fome Accounts fay, 60000 Men, have pafled the Duna, 
and are in full March, in three Columns, to the Frontiers 
of Lithuania. They are to aé& purfuant to what Orders 
they fhall, receive from Count Leuwold, who is returned 
to Warfaw. ‘The Ruffian Fleet, which is augmented with 
five Men of War more, has received exprefs Orders to 
oppofe any Defcent on the Coaft of Danizick, if attempt- 
ed by any Foreign Squadron whatfoever. 

A Treaty of Defenfive Alliance is concluded between the 
Czarina, and the King of Denmarf. 

The Polih Minifter, Mr. Rudsimina, is arrived at Peter/- 
éurg, and had immediate Audience of the Czarina. His 
Reprefentations were very urgent againft the March of the 
Ruffian Troops, but with what fuccefs they wiil be attended 
is yet uncertain. It is however faid, that his Reception 
was very gracious, and he appears, at Jeaft, very Sanguine 
in his Hopes,

Our laft, 
Which was of the third Book, contained the Hiftory of the 
Afyrians, Medes and Lydians, and ended with the Death of 
Crejus, We come now to the Hiftory of Perfia, and the 
Life of Cyrus, with which our Author begins his fourth Book, 
or the Second of his fecond Volume.
